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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Strickland, Jr. clearly shows the claimed 
induction heating cable wrapping around a workpiece with a cooling arrangement and power connection assembly. The difference in the 
cooling connection arrangement with the power connector is shown in Miller and Moester for the reasons set forth in the Final rejection. 
Although not for wrapping around the workpiece, Miller and Moester show the power and cooling arrangement to be old in the art of 
induction heating devices. Only the specific structure claimed in claims 2, 4, 5 and 9 defines over the art of record. 
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
